These measures havereacted in 
a prejudical and unfair manner on 
a British exporters, whose markets 
are restricted, and who cannot ob- 
tain prompt and satisfactory pay- 
ment for the goods supplied; while 
the service of the loans and credita 
previously made to Austria is now| 
threatened with a complete mora- 
torium. 


That some restrictions on the ex- 
changes would be justified is ad- 

mitted, ‘But the ‘most competent 
British. authorities are of opinion 
that the present restrictions are 
unwarrantably drastic and exten-

WORLD CONSUMPTION . 
-DISAPPOINTING. 


Prices during the past week have 
touched further low levels although 
recently there has been a slightly 
firmer tendency, . It would be as 
well to realise that this weakness 
has riot been due to any new factor, 
but has been more especially the 
result ‘of the disturbed interna- 
tidnal situation. There has been fre- 
quent talk of one conference after 
another, but traders are now losing 
‘confidence in discussions of this 


kind, and look for something more’ 
concrete. It is most probable that 


.{within the next week or two crop 


reports from America will have a 
more vital effect on prices, The 
plants are certainly doing well al- 
though the growth in certain parts 
is still rather late. One estimate 
puts the acreage reduction at about 
10 per cent. although other experts 
reckon it about 7 per cent. Pro- 
vided the weather continues 
"favourable there is every indication 
of a substantial yield even on the 
reduced acreage. From a statistl- 
cal point of view world consump- 
tion has been rather disappointing, 
deliveries to spinners being only. 
177,000 bales compared with 190,000 
bales for the same week last year. 
Owing to general, conditions ‘ in 
outside markets being unsettled it 
ig not an easy matter to forecast a 
view of the market,: but there -is 
every justification in trading on pre- 
sent low prices. Cloth enquiry 
has remained fair, and although the 
turnover “has been small on ace 
count of the weaker market, there 
has been encouraging offers. Of 
the Indian markets Calcutta 
enquired for a few dhooties, whilst 
Karachi and Madras have been in- 
terested ‘in mulls and jacconeta.
